posed  in  them  as  square  dealers.  Every  member  of  the  R.  N,  A, 
should  nave  the  catalogs  of  the  great  sales  of  the"House  or  Chapman", 
such  as  tne  Stlckney,  Earl,  Gregory  ana  finally  the  greatest  of  all, 
the  Jenks  Sale,  in  his  v/orking  library  to  be  often  consulted  as 
standards  of  fair  values  ,  oi  accurate  descriptions  and  correct 
attributions.

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Henry  staunchly  supporteC-the  best  standards  of  _ 

ethics  in  the  coin  business  ana  had  the  coitrage  to  expose  and  pro¬ 
secute  frauds  and  charlStans, 

Y/e  remember  v/lth  pleasure  when  he  attended  our  R,  N.A, 
annual  banquet  in  1021  soon  after  the  Jenks  sale  when  he  exhibited 
many  of  the  finest  and  rarest  coins  of  that  sale.  He  v/as  a  charter 
member  of  the  A,  II.  A.  his  name  being  the  third  on  the  roll  oi  such 
original  members,  also  a  life  member  of  the  A,  N.  S,  He  v/as  a 
member  of  local  clubs  in  New  York,  Chicago,  California  and  Rochester 
and  others.  His  most  cherished  specialty  v/as  Colonial  and 
Continental  paper  money  oi  which  he  ha  dp  a  remarkably  complete 
collection.  We  deplore  the  loss  of  such  a  pleasing  personality  and 
sincere  friend  as  our  deceased  brother.  He  left  him  storvlving  his 
v/idow,  a  son  and  three  daughters  to  whom  v/e  hereby  convey  our 
sincere  sympathy  in  their  loss.
